- An identification of the specific prior art discussed . , u u 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreernent (["^Y Je by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

A verbatim or highly detailed descnption of ttie arguments is not 
required The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to tiie 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to «ie examiner.)

Interview Record OK on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
